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1 .The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fornis the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: . 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the invent'ion was made. 

Claims 53-75 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schuler in view of Takubo (see col. 1, lines 23-33 and col. 3, lines 1-6). 
Schuler is applied for reasons of record, the reference essentially lacking a clear 
disclosure that the mold used is In the shape of the desired frame (although instant 
claim 69 is not so limited) and that the periphery of the lens is not trimmed by more than 
a few millimeters prior to securing the lens in the frame. Schuler certainly discloses that 
the gasket used— and hence the mold, unless leakage were to occur— would be non- 
circular. Newly found Takubo teaches that it is known in the art to fashion lens molds in 
the shape of the desired frame by machining the mold blanks so that the finished mold 
has the "same shape and size" as the lens hole of the frame. Hence, it is submitted that 
the use of a non-circular mold which matches the shape and size of the desired frame 
would be known from the combination as applied. As noted in the instant specification, 
the need to trim more than the instantly recited amount of material is a consequence of 
having to fashion non-circular lenses (to fit in con-esponding non-circular frames) from 
lens blanks molded in circular molds. Cleariy, the use of a non-circular, matched-to-the- 
frame mold would not require such a large amount of material to be removed and in fact 
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would, in some cases, probably result in lenses which would require no trimming at all, 
but merely grinding to reach the desired prescription. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed July 13, 2005 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Applicant's comments have been essentially addressed in the 
rejection supra. While Schuler may not explicitly teach using a mold with the same 
shape as the frame, it is rather dear that Takubo does and that the mold would 
subsequently be used to make lenses therefrom. The trimming-or lack thereof- recited 
by applicant would have been an obvious feature given the combination as applied. 
Cleariy, if the mold were made in the shape of the frame, one would not trim any more 
than a little bit from the edges. Othenwise, the lens probably would not fit in the frame.
